YOUNG people can apply 
for £400 each from this 
week to help towards the 
cost of staying in educa- 
tion after their GCSEs. 

Now in its third year, the 
Mayor's Education Award (MEA) 
helps students from poorer 


backgrounds who can use the 
money to help towards the 
costs of studying, for items 
such as books, travel or for 
field trips. 

The council expects to fund 
all eligible students so is en- 
couraging as many youngsters 
as possible to apply from 9am 
on Tuesday, October 1. 


Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“No student should be unable 
to fulfill their potential because 
of a financial barrier. 

“Young people tell me that 
they would have been forced to 
walk away from education if it 
hadn't been for the MEA. I don't 
want anyone to slip through the 
net like this, which is why I am 


proud that the council is once 
again offering this vital help.'' 

Urging school leavers to 
apply, Cllr Oliur Rahman, 
cabinet member for children, 
schools and families, said: 
“I don't want any young person 
to miss out on this money 
because they didn't get round 
to filling out a form. 



SUPPORTING POPLAR FIREFIGHTERS 


FIREFIGHTERS in Tower 
Hamlets joined in a four- 
hour strike on Wednesday 
September 25, to oppose 
planned government 
reforms to the firefighters' 
pension scheme. Crews at 
Poplar, Bow and Whitechapel 
fire stations were among 
those who took part in the 
first national firefighter 
strike in over a decade. 
Mayor Lutfur Rahman, 
who visited picket lines 
in Poplar, said: “I support 
the Fire Brigades Union 
in their call for a better 
pension package, and the 
brave men and women who 
daily risk their lives to keep 
the rest of us safe.”

The MEA was launched in 
2011 to replace the support that 
had previously been provided 
through the Education Main- 
tenance Allowance (EMA), 
which was scrapped by the 
government. 


Its success inspired a sister 
scheme, the Mayor's Higher 
Education Award, aimed at 
helping students studying at 
university, which was launched 
in July. 

There are various criteria 
which MEA applicants must 
fulfill, including being between 
16 and 19 on September 1, hav- 
ing lived in Tower Hamlets for 
at least three years and whose 
household income is less than

Ten new officers join 
council THEO team

MORE Tower Hamlets enforcement 
officers (THEOs) will be pounding 
the pavements after the council 
launched a new team. 

Ten new officers bring the total number 
of THEOs to 26 and further improve the 
council's ability to tackle anti-social 
behaviour. They will also improve the 
council's response to noise nuisance. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: “I intro- 
duced the THEOs four years ago and they 
have been a great success. Their presence 
on our streets has made residents feel 
safer, and helped us to crack down on anti- 
social behaviour. 

“The existing THEOs have developed an 
excellent partnership with the police and 
other agencies and are delivering results, 
and the THEOs will help consolidate that.'' 

Deputy Mayor Cllr Ohid Ahmed said: “Our 
team of THEOs mean that we are better able 
to respond to residents' concerns about 
anti-social behaviour, and the police can 
continue to focus their resources on more 
serious crime.'' 


The ten additional THEOs have been fund- 
ed for a two-year period, until 2015. Since 
joining in August they have been training 
and have now begun patrols. Their actions 
so far have included dispersing an illegal 
rave in Vyner Street, attending out-of- 
hours reports of noise nuisance, and closing 
an illegal encampment in Bethnal Green. 


Working closely with the police, THEOs 
have powers under the Police Reform Act 
to seize alcohol and tobacco, and request 
the name of a person acting in an anti- 
social manner. 

They were introduced in 2009 in direct 
response to concerns about anti-social 
behaviour and environmental issues.

Emergency fire contingency 
crews provided cover across 
London during the strike and at- 
tended three fires, three road 
traffic collisions and two false 
alarms, although none of the 
reported incidents were in Tow- 
er Hamlets. 

London Fire Commissioner 
Ron Dobson said: “While I am 
pleased that our contingency 
service has proved itself, I hope 
the dispute between the FBU and 
the government can be resolved." 

■ Tower Hamlets is joining six 
other London councils to legal- 
ly challenge a decision by the 
London Fire and Emergency 
Planning Authority to approve 
cuts which would see the clo- 
sure of Bow fire station. 

The plans aim to save £29 mil- 
lion over three years and include 
the closure of the Parnell Road 
station and remove one of two 
fire engines from Whitechapel.

Speaking out against abuse 

NSPCC launches Now I Know campaign in primaries

A MAJOR campaign to 
prevent child abuse has 
been launched in Tower 
Hamlets. 

Peter Wanless, the new chief 
executive of children's charity 
the NSPCC, says a massive reduc- 
tion in child abuse can be 
achieved if more is done to 
prevent it before it starts. 

The charity has launched its 
Now I Know campaign to put 
ChildLine in every primary 
school in the borough with 
visits once every two years to 


talk to children about abuse, 
how to protect themselves 
and where to get help if they 
need it. 

The service has already visit- 
ed 1,500 children in ten schools 
in Tower Hamlets. 

The pioneering ChildLine 
schools service is a major shift 
towards preventative work 
designed to equip children with 
the knowledge they need to act 
with confidence if they fear 
abuse, before they are harmed. 

This builds on the charity's 


other services which now 
increasingly focus on preventa- 
tive work with adults, so the risks 
of abuse are removed or acted 
upon more quickly. 

“People in this country do not 
want to tolerate child abuse. We 
no longer need to convince 
them of the suffering it leads to, 
or the costs to future live," Mr 
Wanless said. 

“Protection after the event, vi- 
tal as it is, can't attack the root 
causes of the problem. Like us, 
many professionals and organ- 


isations are developing new 
thinking on prevention and the 
future tide of child abuse can- 
not be turned without this. 

“By helping children under- 
stand and identify abuse in an 
age appropriate way, we can en- 
courage them to speak out ear- 
lier and protect themselves and 
others from the devastating ef- 
fects of abuse. 

“We want children to be able 
to say 'Now I know' - and not 'I 
wish I had known'. And we 
want everyone to play their 


part by looking out for children 
and reinforcing the messages 
about speaking up.”

Council agrees a limit 
on Brick Lane licences

THE number of licensed 
premises around Brick 
Lane will be limited in an 
effort to reduce anti-social 
behaviour in the area, af- 
ter the council voted to in- 
troduce a ‘saturation zone’. 

A meeting of the council on 
September 18 agreed the poli- 
cy, which will not force existing 
premises to close but will stop 
any new licences or licence 
adjustments which could lead 
to an increase in anti-social 
behaviour (ASB) in the area. 

More than 81 per cent of 
respondents to an earlier 
council survey were in favour 
of introducing the zone (SZ). 


Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“The fight against crime and 
anti-social behaviour is one of 
my top priorities, and we have 
introduced the saturation 
zone in order to reduce alcohol- 
related ASB. 

“This will improve both res- 
idents' quality of life, and the ex- 
perience of visitors to the area." 

Deputy Mayor Cllr Ohid 
Ahmed said: “Brick Lane has a 
vibrant night-time economy, 
which has led to a steady 
increase in visitors and an 
expanding number of restau- 
rants, late-night takeaways, 
off licences and bars. 

“This has placed consider- 
able strain on the resources of 
the police and other authorities. 


The SZ will help balance the 
demands of the night-time 
economy with the needs of 
local residents." 

The area around Brick Lane 
has the highest concentration 
of licensed premises - 207 - in 
Tower Hamlets. 

A public consultation on the 
SZ conducted between Decem- 
ber 2012 and March 2013 
gathered views from interest- 
ed parties, including licence 
holders, residents' groups and 
responsible authorities. 

The survey results showed 
very high levels of community 
support for the SZ, with 81.4 per 
cent of the 165 responses 
showing positive support for 
the policy. 


THE saturation zone has been 
brought in under the Licens- 
ing Act 2003. All applications 
for new licences and variations 
to existing licences will have 
to satisfy the council that 
their business will not in- 
crease problems relating to 
crime and disorder, noise and 
nuisance, public safety and 
harm to children. 

The SZ applies to all alcohol 
‘on’ sales (pubs and restau- 
rants) and ‘off sales of alcohol 
(off licenses), late night 
refreshment licences and the 
sale of hot food or drink after 
11pm (takeaways).

RESIDENTS are being 
asked if they support the 
council funding a second 
year of a scheme replacing 
council tax benefit. 

The government abolished 
the national council tax bene- 
fit scheme from April 1, this year 
which was replaced by local 
schemes developed and ad- 
ministered by councils. 

The government funding giv- 
en to councils for local schemes 


is ten per cent less than the fund- 
ing allocated to the national 
scheme - a difference of about 
£2.7 million in Tower Hamlets. 

This means the council is faced 
with the choice of either passing 
on the government cuts to resi- 
dents who currently receive coun- 
cil tax benefit, by cutting their 
benefit, or of absorbing this cost 
into the authority's budget. 

A government promise to pro- 
tect pensioners from the effects 
of the change means that the 
burden of paying extra council 


tax would fall on working age 
residents on low incomes, an 
estimated cost of around £3 a 
week to each of them. 

The council has absorbed the 
cost in the current financial 
year but now wants to know if 
residents support a similar 
scheme in 2014/15. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“Last year, we protected 25,000 
residents from council tax ben- 
efit cuts at a time when welfare 
reform began to make the man- 
agement of finances a real chal- 


lenge for families. We hope to 
continue this scheme, and con- 
tinue the offer of support to all 
our residents as wider govern- 
ment cuts continue to bite.” 

Cllr Alibor Choudhury, cabi- 
net member for resources, said: 
“As the impact of welfare reform 
is increasingly felt in the bor- 
ough, it is important to support 
residents wherever we can.”

“Swapping is a great way of 
reducing unwanted items in the 
home and ensuring they are 
reused.” 

Items such as household bat- 
teries, printer cartridges, bikes, 
small electrical appliances and 
mobile phones can be taken 
along for recycling, but cannot be 
swapped.

They wrote and 
produced a 'forum theatre' play, 
which they took on tour to 
venues where young homeless 
people live. The team won the 
England final, which saw them 
competing against other nation- 


The second team, Bella's Bud- 
get Boutique, set up an online 
guide to being fashion savvy 
while saving money and ran a 
fashion show at Toynbee Hall. 
Their website, which has already 
received 20,000 views, gives 
hints and tips on how to cus- 
tomise old clothes and acces- 
sories and advice on how to look 
good on a budget.

Applications are now open 
online and run until late Novem- 
ber. All you need to do at this 
stage is complete a form giving 
an outline of your project - 
most applications get accepted 
at this stage and we'll let you 
know if your application has 
been successful by early Decem- 
ber. You'll then have until mid- 
March to put your project idea 
into action and then write up 
and submit your project sum- 
mary. Toynbee Hall can provide 
support to help you develop your 
ideas and plan your project. 

Finals will be held In April and 
May next year. This year the 
England finals took place at 
the Tower of London, and the UK 
national final was held at the 
London Film Museum. The win- 
ners get some great prizes and 
mentoring from a Lloyds Bank- 
ing Group mentor for a year.

Whitechapel - a community transformed 


BY MEHREEN HUSSAIN 


A DEVELOPMENT masterplan 
for Whitechapel was agreed by 
the council’s cabinet last month 
that will transform the area, 
with new homes and public 
spaces, pedestrianisation of lo- 
cal streets and modernisation of 
the shopping areas. 

The draft plan - entitled White- 
chapel Vision - is centred on the cre- 
ation of a 21st century 'civic hub' 
which will put local and community 
services at the heart of the borough con- 
nected via the new Whitechapel Cross- 
rail station interchange. 

The hub will also promote modern 
leisure, retail and cultural facilities, and 
create local employment opportunities. 

A number of improvements are 
proposed for Whitechapel Road, which 
include making it easier for pedestri- 
ans and cyclists to use, and enhancing 


the street market which will transform 
the area into a high quality shopping 
destination for London. 

Through a series of six 'place trans- 
formations', the masterplan suggests 
specific area improvements, including 
3,500 new homes - especially high 
quality affordable and family dwellings 
- supported by seven new public 
spaces and squares as well as safer and 
cleaner streets, and modern commu- 
nity facilities. 

In addition, the vision anticipates the 
creation of more than 5,000 new jobs 
in Whitechapel, partly by the develop- 
ment of a new leading 'Med City' life 
science research campus at Queen 
Mary, University of London and the 
new Royal London Hospital, as well as 
the creation of other new business op- 
portunities across the area. 

The masterplan will help ensure that 
Whitechapel is developed as a new and 
vibrant area for London that will not 



only retain existing business, but at- 
tract new investors. 

The council is now inviting residents 
and other stakeholders, such as busi- 
nesses, hospitals, places of worship, 
housing providers, landowners and oth- 
er agencies, to contribute their ideas 
and comments. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
''Whitechapel Vision is about initiat- 


ing change for the benefit of business- 
es, residents and visitors in the area. 

''This project will help us elevate 
Whitechapel, protecting what is best 
whilst bringing in investment and 
showcasing what the area has to of- 
fer the rest of London, and beyond." 

Cllr Rabina Khan, cabinet member 
for housing, said: "Whitechapel Vision 
is an exciting plan to improve and en- 


hance this area of the borough. We 
hope residents will take the time to look 
at the plans and send us their com- 
ments." 

Residents can view the draft 
Whitechapel Vision masterplan on the 
council's website www.towerhamlets.

The purpose-built accessible gym, adja- 
cent to the Urban Adventure Base, has 
interactive wall and floor units with 
traditional gym equipment which can be 
adapted for young people with disabilities. 

Specialist sports and leisure facilities are 
available to young people with disabilities, 
including those with autism and complex 
needs aged 13 to 19. The resources are also 
available for those up to 25 with special 
educational needs or learning difficulties 
and disabilities. 

The site will complement existing facil- 
ities that include accessible biking, canoe- 
ing and archery, allowing more young 
people to enjoy physical activity in an in- 
clusive environment. 

The council's records show that 1,728 
children and young people with disabili- 
ties live in the borough. 

All children with disabilities are entitled 
to a short break of their choice, allowing 
them to take part in new activities, gain 
independence and make new friends. 

Short breaks are one of the services most Malik tries 100kg 
commonly requested by parents of disabled 
children, offering a much-needed break 
from their usual caring responsibilities.

MARKETS are funny - any fool 
knows that. The banter, the imag- 
inative and sometimes highly ques- 
tionable sales pitches, showing a 
facility for creative language that 
wouldn’t put Shakespeare to shame. 

And it was a childhood spent working 
on Roman Road market in Bow that pro- 
vided the spur to getting Britain's greatest 
ever sitcom to the screen. Ray Butt imme- 
diately saw the potential in Only Fools and 
Horses when it was pitched to him by his 
pal John Sullivan - after all, he'd lived it. 

Raymond William Butt was born on June 
25, 1935. His dad had a stall selling sweets 
and cigarettes on Roman Road, as well as 
wholesaling cigs and sweets to business- 
es all over the East End. From his earliest 
days, Ray learned the importance of buy- 
ing low and selling high, of how to shift 
stock. Butt senior and his brother once cy- 
cled all the way to Ascot races to sell tobacco 
and sweets to the punters. And Ray was to 
learn how comedy and selling went to- 
gether first hand, when he worked as a 
helper to possibly the least likely ice cream 
salesman in London. Long before he became 
TV's favourite comic conjuror, Tommy 
Cooper had a stall on the Roman Road, sell- 
ing ices. 

Ray left school at 15, furthered his edu- 
cation with evening classes, then served his 
National Service at RAF Coastal Com- 
mand, picking up a knowledge of electronics 
which served him well once demobbed, 
landing him a job at the BBC. 

So began a steady rise through the 
ranks: from camera technician, to cam- 
eraman and production assistant, on BBC 
classic series such as Till Death Us Do Part, 
Porridge and Dixon of Dock Green. By the 
early 70s he was directing sitcoms, among 
them The Liver Birds, It Ain't Half Hot 
Mum and Are You Being Served?. 

John Challis, who would work with 
him years later (playing Boycie in Only 
Fools), spoke admiringly of his at- 
tention to detail and determination 
to get the 
jokes

language right. It was an ear for the spo- 
ken word that he had developed in those 
early market days. 

But his meeting with fellow Londoner 
John Sullivan was to produce TV gold. Sul- 
livan, famously, worked in the BBC props 
department when he plucked up the nerve 
to approach legendary BBC producer Den- 
nis Main Wilson (Till Death Us Do Part, Han- 
cock's Half Hour, The Rag Trade, Sykes and 
many more) with his draft script for a com- 
edy about a Marxist revolutionary... set in 
Tooting. Remarkably, Main Wilson took it 
home, read it, loved it and produced three 
series of Citizen Smith be- 
fore Butt took the reins 
for series 4, in 1980. 
The working class 
cockney got on 
famously with 
Sullivan, who had 
left his Balham 
school at 15 and 
drifted from job 
to job before 


Butt directed sitcoms such as The Liver Birds 


zen Smith ended, after 30 episodes, the fa- 
mously insecure Sullivan became in- 
creasingly anxious as to how to follow it. 
Butt and Sullivan had already produced a 
pilot for Over The Moon, a sitcom about a 
football manager, and the BBC had given 
the thumbs up... only for Bill Cotton, head 
of BBCi, to return from the USA, watch the 
pilot and swiftly cancel it. 

Sullivan especially was devastated. The 
pair spent hours in the Three Kings pub in 
Fulham, Butt's local, talking about their re- 
spective childhoods and kicking around 
ideas. "John is a south London boy and I'm 
an east London boy so we seemed to talk 
the same language," Butt remembered. 

And that common background swiftly 
bore fruit. Sullivan told him about one out- 
line that he'd been kicking around for ages 
- a comedy based around an ageing bar- 
row boy with big dreams. 

Butt got it immediately: these were the 
characters of his childhood. 

He said later: "At the time the papers were 
full of all this stuff about the black econo- 
my and this fella John talked about [Del Boy] 
was that sort of bloke. He'd only deal in cash. 
He was a guy who would do anything for 
readies and he didn't pay any tax. He did- 
n't take anything from the state but would- 
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n't give anything to the state either. He was 
a readies man, simple as that." 

But BBC comedy, who had already 
knocked back Readies, as Sullivan was 
then calling it, hated the idea. Undaunted, 
Butt got behind it, pushed and cajoled, and 
it debuted as Only Fools And Horses in 19 Bl- 
and swiftly flopped. 

Only when Michael Grade re-jigged the 
evening schedules, giving the show a prime 
position alongside a newly launched soap, 
EastEnders, did audiences pick up. The rest 
is history, and the biggest audience figure 
ever for a UK sitcom (24. 3 million for the 1996 
episode Time On Our Hands). 

The pair went on to produce two more 
hits for the BBC, Just Good Friends, with Paul 
Nicholas and Jan Francis, and Dear John, with 
Ralph Bates. 

By the time of that record-breaking 
Christmas special in 1996, Butt was long 
gone, leaving the BBC to become Central TV's 
head of comedy in the late 90s. 

After decades at the Beeb, the culture 
shock was, perhaps, too great and he retired 
at just 54, enjoying a near quarter centu- 
ry of retirement. Fair enough. As his old mar- 
ket pals might have said: "Only fools and 
horses work..." 

Ray Butt, died July 12, 2013 aged 78.

Month across the UK and in 
Tower Hamlets there is a 
bumper programme of events, 
as Raju Miah reports 



THE borough will 
come alive in October 
with music, dance, fun 
days and film screenings 
along with talks, de- 
bates and exhibitions. 

And this year, Black History Month 
observes five decades since Martin Luther 
King's legendary I Have a Dream speech 
which was the highlight of the Great 
March on Washington, as well as the 
docking of Empire Windrush at Tilbury

Steps to help smokers quit 


TOWER Hamlets council- 
lors have expressed 
concern the government is 
not doing enough to 
protect children from the 
harmful influence of 
eye-catching tobacco 
packaging. 

Smoking continues to be the 
biggest cause of mortality in the 
UK where two thirds of smok- 
ers start in their teens. In Tow- 
er Hamlets, one fifth of all 
deaths are linked to smoking. 

The government recently 
decided to delay the policy to 
standardise packaging after 
publishing results of its public 
consultation, citing a need for 
more time to study the effect 
that similar legislation has had 
in Australia. 

But the latest research from 
Australia shows that the poli- 
cy works, and that smokers are 
finding their cigarettes less

appeal- 
ing and 
are 
more 
moti- 
vated to

buy tobacco 
that comes in stan- 
dardised packaging. 

Tower Hamlets director of 
public health Dr Somen Baner- 
jee said: “Preventing the uptake 
of smoking in Tower Hamlets is 
a huge public health priority. 
Very few people start smoking 
after the age of 25, so the more 
steps we can take towards 
reducing the amount of young 
people starting, the better the 
outcomes will be.” 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“Smoking is a childhood addic- 


tion and we need to take steps 
to prevent the targeting of 
young people by the tobacco 
industry.” 

To accompany the consulta- 
tion, the government also re- 
leased a report by the Public 
Health Research Consortium 
which showed that current 
tobacco packaging is attractive 
and misleading, especially to 
children. 

Cllr Abdul Asad, cabinet mem- 
ber for health and wellbeing, 
said: “How many more young 
children must take up smoking 
before the government decides 
to act? The longer the delay, the 
more harm tobacco will cause 
to the next generation.” 

Councillors are urging resi- 
dents to tweet their MPs with 
hash tag #packetracket to back 
the campaign.

A SCHEME to redevelop a 
housing estate on the Isle 
of Dogs has been recog- 
nised with a top prize at 
this year’s National Hous- 
ing Awards. 

The £64 million scheme by 
housing organisation East 
Thames to regenerate New 
Union Wharf estate was named 
the best scheme in planning, at 
the awards for the affordable 


housing sector. The award recog- 
nises the consultation work 
which East Thames has carried 
out with estate residents before 
the redevelopment, which will 
replace the existing 1970s built 
housing with modern, energy- 
efficient homes. 

Residents made key deci- 
sions about the project, and 
even took the decision on 
whether or not to go ahead with 
the regeneration via an indepen- 
dent ballot, overseen by the 


Electoral Reform Service. 

People living on the estate 
continue to be involved via a 
residents group, set up to work 
with East Thames and its part- 
ners on the scheme. 

Plans for the New Union 
Wharf estate, which received 
planning approval last Novem- 
ber, include 399 new one-to 
four-bedroom homes with fea- 
tures such as winter gardens 
and balconies.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Council's 
existing on-street Residents Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 
under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit

We have introduced stronger local connection criteria for people wanting 
to join the Housing Register. People who do not live in Tower Hamlets are 
now not permitted to join (previously, the law required us to accept 
applications from non-borough residents). 

Actually, after listening to local people, we have gone further by generally 
requiring people to show that they have lived continuously in the Borough 
for at least three years if they want to join. 

Homeowners are also now not allowed to join the Register and neither are 
any new applicants who have a joint income of more than £85,000 a year. 
Of course, if there are exceptional circumstances, we will consider waiving 
these restrictions. 

You are bound to want to know more. We are currently putting together 
a guide to the Allocations Scheme and a set of Frequently Asked 
Questions (FAQ). When these are ready, they will be published on the 
Homeseekers web site and we will provide you with the link to these in 
due course.

ANY restaurant that 
requires me entering a 
lift for entry already has 
me panting like a puppy, 
my salivatory glands 
becoming more active as 
each floor passes. 

By the time I tumble out at the 
correct floor, I am ready for 
action and swiftly cocooned 
into a world of balletic service 
and quiet sophistication.

I realise the first act has well and 
truly started. 

My dish was buttery, sweet 
heaven, whilst my partner's 
salad incorporating hazelnuts, 
sultanas and goats' cheese was 
declared a triumph. 

My main of braised short rib 
of beef was only bettered by the 
pomme anna (that's sliced pota- 
toes to you and me, struggling 
to keep afloat in an EU moun- 
tain of butter). 

I was immediately regret- 
ting my rather feckless 
agreement that we'd try each 
others food. 


The main of sea trout sur- 
rounded by barigoule sauce 
(savoury and pungent chicken 
stock based sauce soothed with 
a good dose of cream) left my 
opposite waxing lyrical and 
was the only thing that man- 
aged to distract her from the 
rather stunning view over Cana- 
da Square. 

Feigning fullness we eyed 
the dessert menu cautiously 
but succumbed immediately, 
(our combined willpower as 
thin as paper). 

Roast apricots with apricot 
sorbet were meltingly sweet and 


nicely offset with an earthiness 
from a black olive crumble. 
Blackcurrant sorbet crowned 
with white chocolate jelly and 
champagne foam left me 
stupefied. 

The ability to sharpen your 
senses through the acidity of the 
fruit followed by a sensory mel- 
lowing from the sweetness of 
the white chocolate will forev- 
er be a Proustian memory.
